WASHINGTON <UPI> - Al­ 
most 700 militant American 
Jews were arrested Sunday in 
a mass protest sit-down near

They

About 2,500 Jews, many of 
them 
from

Philadelphia, took part in the 
protest led by Rabbi Meir 
Kahane, head of the Jewish 
Defense League (JD L » 
The protest included a rally 
on the Ellipse, a march past an 
unusually well-guarded White 


House, and a carefully planned 
but unannounced sit-in at an 
intersection a block and one- 
halt from the Soviet Embassy.

Rogers might visit Middle East in April

U.S. Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers may visit Israel and other 
Middle East countries in April or 
early 
May 
for 
a 
firsthand 
assessment of the situation, an 
Israeli Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said today in Tel Aviv. 
The spokesman said final plans 
had not been mad'i for Rogers' first 
visit to Israel as secretary of state, 
out that Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph J. Sisco was expected to 
accompany him. 
The Israeli 
Spokesman 
said 
Rogers 
and 
Sisco were expected to visit the 
Middle 
East 
after 
attending 
a 
C entral 
T reaty 
O rganization 
(CENTO) meeting in Turkey. That 
meeting starts April 29, the day 
after completion of a Southeast Asia 
Treaty 
Organization 
(SEATO) 
meeting which Rogers will attend in 
London. 
The U.S. State Department said 
there were “ no present plans” for 
Rogers to visit Israel but officials in 


Washington acknowledged that it 
would be convenient for him to visit 
Israel —and Egypt, as well — after 
the CENTO meeting, which winds 
up May 1 in Ankara. 
Diplomatic sources in Jerusalem 
said Rogers recommended in talks 
with Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban in Washington last week that 
Israel submit a tentative map of its 
territorial demands as a method of 
breaking the deadlock in Middle 
East peace negotiations. 
Rogers suggested the map show 
the future boundaries that Israel 
would find acceptable, the sources 
said 
Palestinian 
guerrilla 
leader 
Yasser Arafat predicted today the 
Arabs would reach no peaceful 
settlement with Israel and that 
fighting would resume in the Middle 
East. He made the comment in an 
interview with the Beirut magazine 
A1 Usbu A1 Arabi. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad told 
the French weekly magazine Nouvel

antiwar lecture tour if he is

“ I'm against all w ars,” 
Calley said Sunday. “ Fm 
going to talk about doing 
away with all wars for all 
time.” 
Meadlo was one of four 
m a j o r 
g o v e r n m e n t 
witnesses whose testimony 
the jury requested rerun. He 
was one of two who said 
they saw Calley fire directly 
into the people at both the 
trail and ditch, where the 
government charges at least 
100 civilians died. 
The other was Dennis I. 
Conti, 21, a Providence, R.I. 
t r u c k

It happens every March. 
The Earth moving in its orbit aligns its latitudes parallel 
to the sun’s rays and day and night are approximately equal 
in length. 
The moment came this year at 1:38 a.m. Sunday. 
Astronomers call it the vernal equinox but in the 
Northern hemisphere ordinary men call it spring, and 
funny things begin to happen. 
The sap rises in the trees, the birds sing sweeter, the 
grass seems greener and the girls bustier. 
Obviously much of it 
is a state of mind because over 
most of the nation it was too cold for lazy spring day 
activities such as sandlot baseball, maypole dancing, hiking 
and picnics. 
But there were encouraging omens. 
The birds were obeying ancient urges —dictated by the 
flow of hormones, scientists say. 
The swallows came back to Capistrano and in America’s 
midland robins were sighted. The linnets were back in West 
Hollywood, the sparrows added to the urban problem by 
nesting in New York’s Forest Hills District, and the 
buzzards returned to Hinckley, Ohio. A more certain sign 
of the season was observed in Ohio where on the banks of 


the Olentangy River students strolled hand-in-hand-in 40- 
degree weather. It snowed nearly every other day in Ohio 
this month and more snow is predicted.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Ski­ 
ing can be an e x p e n s i v e 
sport. But many persons feel 
that the a d v a n t a g e s of 
healthy o u t d o o r exercises 
and the rip-roaring fun of ski 
weekends outweigh the ex­ 
penses. 
A c t u a l l y , a family can 
spend lots of ski weekends in 
a number of ways without 
sabotaging the vacation sav­ 
ings. 
Steve Sherlock, technical 
consultant to The Garcia Ski 
and Tennis Corp., has col­ 
lected a number of these 
money-stretching tips for the 
budget-conscious family. A 
skiing i* x p e r t and former 
competitor himself, Sherlock 
is also co-director of the 
llannes Schneider Ski School 
in Cranmore, N.H., and an 
authority on the subject of 
ski weekending. 


“ E c o n o m y skiing starts 
the minute a father decides 
to outfit his family,” said 
Sherlock. ‘Look for package 
deals when buying equip­ 
ment. Many ski p a c k a g e 
combinations include excel­ 
lent quality equipment for 
less than $100. Should chil 
dren become so advanced 
that they r e q u i r e racing 
gear, an economical junior 
racing package—skis, bind­ 
ings and poles—can be pur­ 
chased at great savings. ’ 
Before the trek to ski coun­ 
try starts, the family car 
should be properly fitted for 
winter driving. 
“ Make sure the car has 
sufficient anti-freeze, effici­ 
ent windshield wiper blades, 
studded snow tires, a well- 
charged b a t t e r y , 
well- 
charging generator and a 
working defroster,” s a i d 
Sherlock. 
“ Why 
ruin 
the 
budget by paying for fan and 
repair work?” 
Now, where to go? Al­ 
though 
the 
glamor 
areas 
have higher verticals, lots of 
trails, visiting celebrities and 
politicians, a family will find 
s m a l l e r , 1 e s s-publicized 
areas more economical and 
more fun. These are the so- 
called family areas. 


“The lift tickets are less 
expensive and the lines for 
the tows are shorter,” Sher­ 
lock pointed out, “giving the 
family more runs for its 
money. Besides, at a small, 
less hectic area, the family 
will have a better chance of 
sticking together or, at least, 
mother will have an easier 
time keeping her eye on the 
tots.” 
If 
a 
family 
of 
serious 
skiers doesn’t mind doing 
most of the season’s skiing 
at one area, season passes 
are the best way of stretch­ 
ing the dollar. Most areas of­ 
fer a sliding rate scale for 
families. The head of the 
family pays full price. The 
wife and children get dis­ 
counts. The more children, 
the cheaper the passes. 
“For the young hotshot of 
the family,” advised Sher­ 
lock, "enrollment in a junior 
racing program at a local 
area will not only save dad 
a fortune in lift tickets, it will 
give the child a chance to 
race and train under expert 
supervision.” 
If season passes and junior 
racing programs don’t fill 
the bill Sherlock says a fami­ 
ly can actually buy a piece of 
a ski area. Some areas have 
b e c o m e co-operatives. 
Others sell bond issues or 
stocks. In return for the in­ 
vestment, a family can enjoy 
skiing from season to sea­ 
son without ever having to 
pay for a lift ticket. 
“ If one member of the 
family is a new skier who 
might not want to ski all 
day,” said Sherlock, “ a wise 
buy for him is a book of 
single-ride lift tickets. These 
tickets, usually sold in books 
of 10, are valid throughout 
the season. 
“ When going on overnight 
trips,” Sherlock continued, 
“ look for a private home that

vises cool blues, greens and 
neutrals,

guard His figures were 4-34- 
44, for a 166 total. 
Coincidentally, West was 
second in last season’s vot­ 
ing, but by a much smaller 
margin. Willis Reed. New 


York K n i c k center, beat 
W e s t out for the 1969-70 
award, 498 points to 457. 
Reed was fourth in 1970-71, 
with 109 points, 10 less than 
Detroit guard Dave Bing. 
Fifth was Alcindor’s team­ 
mate, guard Oscar Robert­ 
son, who had won the award 
for his play during the 1963- 
64 season when he was with 
Cincinnati. 
Alcindor was not the least 
experienced NBA player to 
ever win the award 
Wilt 
Chamberlain in 1960 and Wes 
Unseld in 1969 were rookies 
when they earned the Pod- 
oloff Cup. 


Centers have dominated 
the balloting since its incep­ 
tion in 1956 
Bill Russell, 
who played for Boston, won 
it five times and Chamber- 
lain won it four. Unseld is 
also a center. 
Alcindor came to the Mil­ 
waukee team last season, 
when the Bucks were in their 
second season as an expan­ 
sion club. The year before 
they had lost more games 
than any team in NBA his­ 
tory. With Alcindor, how­ 
ever, they were able to gain 
the play-offs before eventual­ 
ly losing to the Knicks, who 
went on to become world 
champions. 


This season, with the ad­ 
dition of Robertson, and with 
Alcindor becoming m o r e 
dominating as the season 
progressed, the Bucks easily 
w'on the Midwest division 
title, broke the league’s con- 
secutive-g a m e w i n n i n g 
streak record and have been 
unmatched in power and vir­ 
tuosity.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Chi Cheng is coming to New 
York for a luncheon in her honor. This is not as signifi­ 
cant, say, as Mayor Lindsey exposing the moon walkers 
to a picket line. But it is Nat Fields’ way of showing Miss 
Chi that the world also appreciates her. 
A year ago, Nat, a public relations man, discovered 
that in 50 years of winning amateur golf championships, 
Maureen Orcutt had never been honored with a luncheon. 
So he devised the Tanqueray Achievement Award, and a 
bunch of New York writers got a free feed. 


Even Richard (Pancho) Gonzales got a luncheon. Nat 
discovered that it was his first such honor in more than 
20 years of banging tennis balls. He also discovered that 
the reason Pancho had never been so feted was that 
nobody really liked him. 


Now comes Miss Chi, who is really a delightful Re­ 
public of China doll. She gets the second annual Tan­ 
queray Achievement Award, flying in from Azusa, Calif. 
No less than Maureen or Pancho, Cheng (that’s her first 
name) merits special acclaim, though she’s not in their 
veteran class. 
* 
Chi Cheng is on the verge of her 27th birthday, western 
calendar, and the greatest woman athlete in the world. 
Track is her bag, in any distance from 100 yards to a 
quarter of a mile, including hurdles. In the last two years 
she has set or equalled nine world records, including a 
fabulous (for a female) 10-flat time in the 100. She has 
won 133 of 134 races in that time, losing only a disputed 
photo finish to Barbara Farrell in Los Angeles a year ago. 


European sports editors voted her the top athlete of 
1970, male or female. The celebrated soccer star, Pele of 
Brazil, was runnerup. 
No. 3 child, and No. 2 daughter of the Chi family of 
Hsin-Chu, Taiwan, she has come a long way since Vince 
Reel, an American coach imported to train Republic of 
China athletes, discovered her on a school track. 
Chi Cheng came to the United States in 1963 to go to 
school, and Reel eventually married her, last Dec. 27. 
They live in an apartment in Azusa. 
“ I have a perfect mother-in-law relationship,” says 
Vince. “ I don’t speak Chinese, and she doesn’t speak 
English.” Besides which, son-in-law lives some 5,000 
miles away. He’s a coach at Claremont Men’s College and 
his wife is a senior in physical education at California 
State Polytechnic College (Cal Poly) with a straight-A 
average. 


Chi Cheng is tall for Taiwanese—5-73/4—and weighs a 
well displaced 135 pounds. She works out every afternoon 
for an hour and a half, seven days a week. 
“One of the biggest jobs I have,” says Reel, who’s still 
her coach, “is to chase her off the track.” 
“ Personally,” says Chi Cheng, who has learned to speak 
precise and delightful English, “ I believe in hard work. 
Every day I feel he doesn’t give me enough. The workout 
itself is boring—run, run, run. When I finish I’m ex­ 
hausted, but there is a feeling of accomplishment.”

These New Yorkers get involved

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
With less fanfare than it de­ 
serves N e w Y o r k City 
government unknowingly has 
taken a page from women’s 
club operations and helped 
encourage some local pride 
. . . and possibly saved some 
neighborhoods. 


The price, 
in 
most 
in­ 
stances, was a mere $400 a 
summer plus 40 to 60 hours 
a week donated time from 
men, women and children 
living in the areas. 


A shrewd women’s club 
president learns early in her 
reign to assign tough proj­ 
ects to the chronic gripers. 
The idea is to force them “to 
put up or shut up.” 


A very vocal group in each 
of this city’s five boroughs 
cried for financial help to 
cure neighborhood ills. But 
when asked to act (like pick 
papers up off the street or 
curb their dogs) their chorus 
usually was, “It’s not my re­ 
sponsibility. Let the building 
superintendent, the garbage 
collector, the city do it.“ 
And little or nothing got 
done. Except griping. 


A 
smaller 
neighborhood 
voice quietly said, “Help us. 
And, 
maybe, 
we can do 
something about it.” 


“ It,” of course, was the 
total lack of concern by resi­ 
dents who allowed uncovered 
garbage to accumulate on 
sidewalks, turned deaf ears 
to mugging screams, never 
saw daylight vandalism of 
buildings, etc., etc., etc. 


In 1968 $200,000 seed money 
to start individual block ac­ 
tion was provided to New 
York City by Bristol-Myers 
Co. The idea was s i m p l e 
and the r e s u l t s amazing. 
Each block project — about 
243—O.K.ed by the Urban 
Action Task Force and fund­ 
ed as part of Operation Bet­ 
ter Block has been success­ 
ful in its own way. This sum­ 
mer New York City is to take 
over what is considered by

Avenue Block Association includes converting this 
fire-gutted building into a com m unity center. 


all concerned a most suc­ 
cessful people-to-people set­ 
up. And not all blocks pick­ 
ing up the $400 allotment for 
cleanup, training, staff par­ 
ties and whatnot are typical 
of strife-ridden B e d f o r d - 
Stuyvesant or Brownsville 
sections. 


For example, publisher-TV 
personality Bennett Cerf’s 
wife went forth with other 
well-heeled grande dames to 
pick up litter in their high- 
rent 
neighborhood 
in 
the 
East 60s. In this case Opera­ 
tion Better Block worked for 
the more affluent, but its 
basic goal is to help those 
t r a p p e d in deteriorating 


f i g h t the 
neighborhoods 
ennui. 


Some may think it silly to 
pay money to encourage city 
dwellers to (I) build flower 
boxes, (2) clean refuse from 
stairs, vacant lots, alleys and 
backyards, (3) paint door­ 
ways and storefronts, (4) re­ 
place windows in buildings, 
(5) put litter baskets on the 
streets. Such moves to many 
in the United States are just 
normal routine displays of 


pride. Not so any longer in 
blighted urban areas. 


A classic example appears 
on a short street in Brooklyn 
on the fringe of Bedford- 
Stuyvesant and in the flux of 


black 
and 
Puerto 
Rican 
stress. It takes less than five 
minutes to walk the length of 
the block but it took one own­ 
er of a brownstone and a 
block leader almost a full 
summer to “r e a c h” the 
troublemaker on the block 
before neighborhood action 
took effect. 


The area was overrun by 
children whose families were 
on welfare and moved into 
the area. Most lived in one 
room with 12 to 15 others. 
One 
resident 
complained, 
“We couldn’t find owners of 
the buildings even to get gar­ 
bage cans. It was terrible. 
The owners came to collect 
rent: otherwise they didn’t 
exist.” 


“ We finally reached the 
c h i l d r e n who freely wan­ 
dered about the neighbor­ 
hood wrecking everything in 
sight with a birthday party 
for 300,“ one 25-year-resi­ 
dent revealed. “We gave a 
block party for the young 
girl who was the ringleader. 
It was the first party she 
had ever had. 


• After the party she had 
all the kids cleaning up the 
street until 11:30 p.m. We 
haven’t had trouble from the 
kids for six months.” 


Some money for the party 
came from 
the neighbor­ 
hood’s 
Operation 
B e t t e r 
Block allotment. Also trips 
for 150 kids and other out­ 
ings. 
for 
example, 
come 
from the slim fund, as did 
money for paint. Occasional­ 
ly corner drugstore, meat 
and fruit-vegetable market 
owners who want to stay in 
the neighborhood chip in. 
Operation Better Block gives 
them some hope, they said, 
that the area will be saved 
and working together is the 
way to make it happen.

THANKSGIVING 


The first official Thanks­ 
giving Day under the new 
republic was celebrated on 
Nov. 26. 1789, following its 
proclamation by President 
W a s h i n g t o n as a day of 
n a t i o n a l thanksgiving for

That is a clear 
political plus for the Thieu regim e 
and those national elem ents which 
choose to support it. 
Hani will not be able to make 
political capital out of sporadic 
m ortar and rocket raids on South 
Vietnam ese 
cities 
and 
U.S. 
or 
ARVN m ilitary bases, even though 
these surely will catch headlines in 
the United States. To be effective, 
these assaults would have to come 
together in a recognizable offensive, 
which would take men and supplies 
in num bers the Reds may not have 
after Laos. 


Since a fair series of Red “ high 
points’’ far back in 1970, there has 
not been much of this from Hanoi 
Before that, we have to cast back to 
mid-1969 for evidence of the last Red 
“ m ain force” action. The bit these 
days is guerrilla stuff. 
Only nine m onths ago. Red forces 
still were being over praised while 
the ARVN was being ridiculed. Its 
foray into Cam bodia last spring was 
dism issed 
as 
a 
kind 
of 
rice 
collection service. The fact was the 
South V ietnam ese army already 
was a reasonably effective force 


It is taking tim e for old images 
which do not fit the new reality to be 
thrown aside and replaced. The old 
ARVN was riddled by desertions, 
s t a r v e d 
for 
real 
f ir epowe r, 
undertrained and badly led from top 
to bottom 
The whole ARVN story seem s 
different today. In earlier tim es we 
heard plenty about desertions. But 
we never heard, and still do not hear 
m uch 
if 
anything, 
about 
South 
Vietnam ese battle deaths. 


Those fatalities, officially, come 
to 120,000 for the entire w ar — m ore 
than twice the battle deaths we 
suffered in World War I in our 5l/2 
m onths of real com bat. They are a 
m ark of resolve and resistance The 
wish to repel Hanoi’s arm ies, and 
their VC surrogates, has got to be 
real. No arm y under a governm ent 
a* fragile as the Thieu-Ky regim e 
need fight and die unless it is 
determ ined to stand 


m ilitary force. But to the extent it 
does well in Laos, it may be on the 


way to becoming not just that but 
also a political force 1971 elections. 


The ARVN 1.1 million men is one 
of today’s largest arm ies. Needing 
our sophisticated air, artillery and 
logistical support, it is plainly not 
yet altogether a truly effective

Street people 


We were handed an interesting 
docum ent the other day at a m eeting 
entitled “ On the Streets of Isla 
V ista.” The docum ent was a study 
street and road people in Isla Vista 
during the sum m er ot 1970. The 
study was done as a public service 
by the Counseling Center of UCSB 
and the Isla Vista Switchboard. 


Here 
are 
some 
conclusions: 
Young people in 
Isla V ista's street 
scene come 
from 
v a r i e d 
b a c k ­ 
grounds. They are 
from all parts of 
the country, their 
parents have varied 
o c cu pa ti ons 
and 
t h e i r 
f a m i l y 
i n c o m e s 
v a r y 
widely, with most 
falling in the middle 
class range. 


A greater num ber of their parents 
are separated than would appear to 
be typical, and they have a wide 
spectrum of relationships with their 
fam ilies. Most of them are over 19 , 
m ost left home when they w ere at 
least 18. They are m ost frequently 
high school grads and many have 
had some college but they are not 
usually interested in returning to a 
form al educational system 
They have some vocational ideas, 
though often no specific plans. They 
started traveling for adventure and 
change, 
and 
many 
had 
had 
no 
definite plans about how long they 
intended to stay on the road One 
group 
had 
been 
traveling 
only 
during the sum m er, and the other 
group had been on the road for a 
y ear or m ore. Almost all of them 
hitchhiked from place to place. 
Half of the young people claim ed 
to have no interest in political 
activity. Nearly all feels Am erican 
society to be built on false values, 
an d 
m o s t 
do 
not 
c o n s i d e r 
them selves to be relating to that 
society. 
Road life has become a way of 
life. They like the new experiences, 
the new freedom , the new people 
they m eet and the new ideas they 
uncover. 
Drugs are an accepted part of the 
street world O ther than marijuana, 
h al luc inoge ns 
a r e 
the 
m o st 
comm only used type of drugs. 
The street scene is separated 
from most of the Am erican society 
structure. Its inhabitants do not feel 
a part of that structure, they are not 
involved 
in 
it, 
and are usually 
affected by it only when it interferes 
with their life style. 
The transients and street people 
a re 
often 
b l am e d 
for 
civil 
disturbances. The findings of the 
study do not tend to support such 
charges, but the study is tar from 
being conclusive.
